Pailinuieutai-y Summary. 

House of Commons, May i. 

RAILWAY 8UI1VJ3VS. 

On item $5C0,000 for Pacific Bail- 
ways flurveys, 

Hon. Mr. Mnckenzio explained that 
tho heaviest part of tho survey was in 
British Columbia and botwoon Fort 
Garry mid Nipegon. Tho Government 
had suspended all operations botwoen 
Nipegon and Lake Nipissiug. Thoro 
hat! boon a largo party at work between 
Nipegou River and tho Lake of tho 
Woods nil winter, tlie objoct being to 
ascertain whether Luke Superior could 
bo reached by a nearer point than tho 
ono at present determined on. It was 
thought such a route could bo obtain- 
ed. Mr. Murdoch had been working 
making surveys with this object, nnd so 
far his report was favorable. The Gov- 
ernment ospected a favorablo routo 
towards Lako Nipegon; at present tho 
Grovoriiineut were without that pro- 
viso information which would enable 
them to doiormino tho precise lino. 
Tho surveys wero susj^nded in Brit- 
ish Columbia; four surveyors had boon 
sent out mid others were going. Sav- 
oral items of information had yet to bo 
ascertained before the enginooiB of 
the Government could deterinino upon 
the preciso point to he reached on tho 
coast, or tho prociso point in crossing 
the Rocky Mountains, bo far as the 
Government could ascertain, tho Yel- 
low Head Pass was likely to prove the 
best to bo adopted. On tho other 
hand there was a more favorable coun- 
try to be traversed by leaving tho 
North Saskatchewan considerably east 
of Edniontou, a id it was supposed 
that there was a favorable pass by the 
Smoky River, This portion of tho 
country had not yet boon surveyed, 
but it was proposed to survey it this 
summer. The great difficulty, as ho 
had stated, was in getting through 
the Cascade range. In no placo had a 
more favorable grade been found than 
that o::o of fifteen miles. At tlie same 
time it was difficult, almost impossi- 
ble to and anything more accessible 
on that ooa.t at present. Bute Inlet 
was hkoly to be tho most favorable. 
It had been reported that there wero 
better passes north of Bute Iulet, and 
aa exploring party had been sent to 
that country. The survej-s westward 
of tho Pacific would be the chief item \ 
of expense this year. The force was 
to be divided into three parties, Mr. 
Marcus Smith having the chief charge. 
Up to tho present time a little over 
half a million had been spent in ex- 
ploring the country, but no instrumen- 
tal surveys had boon made. These 
would have to be made. He. had al- 
ways behaved that a groat mistake war* 
made when a great work was put un- 
der contract without a Rufficient sur- 
y(:y, and much of tho difficulty on the 
Intercolonial, he believed, had result- 
ed from letting the contracts before 
sufficient information had been obtain- 
ed. The Government did not intend 
that this should occur again. They 
had placed this sum in the estimate's 
without of course any exact estimate 
of what might be required further to 
maintain the surveys and other exist- 
ing obligations. 

In answer to Hon. Mr. DeCosmos, 

Hon, Mr. Mackenzie said he con- 
ceived it would be impossible to spend 
any sum of monoj this year except on 
surveys. 

Hon.VIr, DeCosmos thought that tho 
impression would bo altered. 
• Hon. Mr. Mackenzie said that would 
depend on the surveys. It would be 
madness — utter folly — to place any 
road under contract before the surveys 
were completed. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos said the late 
Government had broken faith with 
British Columbia, and trusted tho 
present Governmnct would not do tho 
same. The terms of Union with Bri- 
tish Columbia set forth that tho actual 
work of construction would ho com. 
menced within two years. Two years 
bad now passed anil nearly tne third, 
and, from the remarks of the Premier, 
it world appear that a fourth would 
pass beforo the construction -was com- 
menced. Ho added that those who 
acted with him in British Columbia, 
who thought with him, would believe 
that this Government wero breaking 
faith with them and would appeal to 
tho masters of this House to see 
whether justice could not ho done to 
them. A portion of tho people to-dny 
wero only waiting for such an express- 
ion as had partly been made by the 
Premier to-night to send such an ap- 
peal. 

In answer to Mr. Roscoe, 

Hon, Mr. Mnckenzio said it was tho 
intention of tho Government to sur- 
vey Vancouver Island. In reply to 
the remarks of tho hon. member for 
Victoria, ho said it was iiupossiblo for 
any Government to commence tho 
construction of a railway without a 
survoy. 

Hon. Mr. DoCosmos said thoro was 
a portion of British Columbia, along 
tho East side of Victoria Island, where 
tho Railway could be commenced at 
onco. Tlie surveys there had been made. 

The item passed. 

May 5th. 

IMMIGRATION. 

Mr. Holton asked for somo informa- 
tion regarding tho system upon which 
the Government proposed to appoint 
Agents, and tho general working of 
the Immigration Agencies in Europe. 

Mr. Mackenzie said tho agents were 
not all permanent oliieers, but it was) 
tho intention of tho Government to 
have the system bettor centralized 
than before. Mr. Jenkins, tho new 
ngont of the Dominion on immigration 
and general matters, would havo a 
closer and more general supervision 
over tho agents than his prodocosBor 
b*d. They would have t Q Top0 rfc to 



Mr. JenkiiiB and tho gentlemen em- 
ployed would bo selected with special 
reference to their qualification for the 
work. Tho Government had employ- 
ed no casual agents, bo far as ho (Mr. 
Mackenzie;wasaivnro,but somo change 
would doubtless be necessary. It was 
ospected that tho agouts of tho several 
Provinces would ho work with the Do- 
minion agents as to save each having 
an agent in the same place. It was 
not the intention of the Government 
to employ any other than thoroughly 
competent persons, and they vtould.as 
far as possible, make them permanent 
officers. 

^ Mr. Holton said he had road in an 
English paper a rather glowing ac- 
count of a Canadian Embassy in Lon- 
don, and ho was not boforc awaro that 
this country had a representative of 
that kind at "Westminster. Ho do3ir- 
ed to know from tho Govornmont how 
far tho impression given by tho nows- 
paper report referred to was correct. 

Mr. Mackenzie said tho Government 
had not erocted any building or offi- 
cial residence at Westminster, nor es- 
tablished a Canadian Embassy; hut 
Mr Jenkins was instructed to look out 
for an office with more accommodation 
than tho present one, where Canadians 
visiting London could go and receive 
such in formation as might bo necessa- 
ry for them. Thoy proposed, in fact, 
to establish a sort of Canadian library 
of hooks of reference and newspapers, 
and so offer such facility for informa- 
tion as was nocoHsary for those calling 
upon tho Dominion agent. Tho mat- 
ter was brought before tho attont on 
of tho late Government by Mr. Mc- 
Dougall; it occupied tho attention of 
tho House on a previous ocopiion, aud 
the Government had no hesitation in 
directing Mr. jenkins to obtain tho 
increased accommodation referred to. 
The Immigr.Uion Minister of Ontario 
was about to visit London, and the 
Govornmenfc had communicated with 
him to let him know thnt such accom 
modation was provided, The price - 
pal object in securing tho building was 
for tho purposes of the immigration 
agency, but those to which he had 
just referred wore also calculated upon. 
There was no official residence, and 
nothing of tho kind was expected. 
£8,000,000 loan, 

Hon. Mr. Cartwright moved a serieii of 
liesolutioiiH authorizing a loan of eight 
millions to he raised for the purpose of 
the conntruction of the Canadian* Pacific 
Railway, nud tho improvement and en- 
largement of tho Canadian canals. He 
Htated that it did not necessarily follow 
that they nhould orpend tho whole eight 
millions, but that was tho amount men- 
tioned in the Imperial puuranteo under 
which thoy would plaoe this loan on the 
English market, Tho resolutions thom- 
aelves would BuOloiently explnin their 
purport. 

Mr. Mitchell asked the Finance Minis- 
ter whether thnt Imperial guarantee was 
not hasod or. tho suppo litiou that the 
Canadian Pacitic Railway wan to be oon- 
fctenoted from the ousting Canadian sys- 
tem of railways to the shorea of the Paci- 
lio. If that tvas so, he would like to know 
whether there had been any correspon- 
dence with the Imperial Government on 
the subject, or whether any assurance 
that tho modified schemo would receive 
theassentof the Imperial Government 
had been received, and whether they 
would get a loan in oousequeuco of that 
modified arrangement. 

Mr. Cartwi-ight said ho did not think 
the Imperial Government would be likely 
to rafuso the application for this loan on 
tho ground of the moditicution of this 
scheme. 

Mr. Young regretted that this objec- 
tion had been rained. He thought there 
was no doubt that the Imperial Govern- 
ment would give the noceasary guaran- 
tee. 

Dr. Tupper said tho country was pledg- 
ed to a large expenditure of money on im- 
portant public works, and there was no 
doubt that it was to the ndvantago of the 
country, and to the inter3st of overy per- 
son, that the money immediately wanted 
should bo raised. 

Mr. Mitchel', in answer to Mr. Young, 
said it was his dntj to see that every pro- 
per information was ,iiven to the people, 
end although perhaps ho might rise from 
his asat a good many timss, yet ho endea- 
voured never to do so uuless ho felt tho 
necessity. 

Tho resolutions having passed, a bill 
founded on them was introduced, and 
read a first time. 

A PABSAOE-AT- ARMS, 

In the courpo of a discussion on the 
item of $685,939 forCustonia.a very sharp 
passage-at-ainis occurred between Dr. 
Tapper and Mr. Mackenzie. Tho former 
charged tho present Government with in- 
fluencing it!» oliieers at the last election 
more than any previous government had 
dono. 

Mr! Mackenzie retorted with great 
varmth and bitterncHH. Ho said the hon. 
gentleman had acquired a obaraoter be- 
yond every man in this country for reck- 
less, flcaudalous statemontB nnd villan- 
ous abuse of* those opposed to him, and 
ho charged the late administration with 
having been notoriously guilty in that 
respeot. 

Mr. Mitchell repndinted the statement 
that he had dismissed any ono for politi- 
cal reasons, and ilcfonded the Depart- 
ment of Manne anil Fisheries from charg- 
es of unfairness. Ho had been associat- 
ed in the Government with gentlemen 
with whom he differed in politics, iD or- 
der to carry out Confederation, and would 
not hnve remained in the Government 
had not certain oharges been hanging 
over tho Administration. Ho wan not in 
accord with the Opposition, but these at- 
tacka wore forcing him into Opposition.

Bandit. 

Los Anoelos, May M.-Positive infor- 
mation of Vasquoz's whereabouts was re- 
vived by the Sheriff yesterday from 
smith, a rancher, who lives in Cahuen K a 
Hass noar the Bros, ranch. Under Sher- 
iff Johnson, pohcpmeu Harris, Har'tlev 
Bryant and Geo. A. Beera, left at 2 o'clock 
this mo:n.ng. Vasquez and one mm were 
discovered in the vicinitv of Ureek 
Gecrgoa house, in the canyon His 
movements wero wutched until he was 
seen with one man to enter the house 
Mitchell and Smith were at this time two 
miles from the scene. Sheriff Johnson 
and his men laid down in their wagon 
and had a Mexican drive it to the door of 
Greek George's house, when they snrantr 
out and made for the house. Vasquez 
lay on tho bod iu ono of tho rooms un- 
armed, and jumped out of the window 
svhen tho party fired. Vasquez was allot 
three times- one shot from a shotgun en- 
tering the right side, ono rifle shot pass- 
ing through the hack and another 
through the left arm. Major Mitchell 
and others joined Johnson's party going 
to Greek George's house in a wagon 
When Mitchell ran to Vazquez, ho said': 

That was a good trick! You are good 
men. At S o'clock p. m, Vasquez was 
lodged in jail. Ho was brought in on a 
mattrass. His wounds aro not danger- 
ous. Thero is not a shr-uow of doubt as 
to his ulontity. The watch taken from 
Chas. H. Miles, Superintendent of the 
Water Co., was recovered. The jail is 
guarded by armed policemen and no ac- 
cess to the prisonor is allowed.
